WASHINGTON (# — The long 
and violent history of the Kohler 
Co. strike, two senators said to- 
day, indicates a need for new 
labor laws. 

Sen. Goldwater (R - Ariz) ac- 
cused the United Auto Workers of 
restraint of trade in its boycott | 
of Kohler plumbing products and 
said it seems this is a clear-cut | 
case of the “need to put some | 
restraint on the unbridled power 
of labor unions.” | 

He predicted legislation to pro- 
hibit unions from using force in 
attempts to prevent the sale of 
goods. 


CLEAR DEFINITION 


Sen. McClelland (D-Ark) agreed 
that Congress should enact some 
guidelines defining clearly and 
precisely what kind of a boycott 
is a proper labor practice and 
what kind is not. 


Also, McClellan said, Congress 
should do something about a sit- 
uation in which a union can em- 
ploy so many pickets and keep 
people away from their work by 
sheer force. 


Both sides in the Kohler strike 
have been pretty obstinate, Mc- 
Clellan said. He asserted that any 
new laws should protect the rights 
of both parties to labor dispute. 

McClellan is chairman of a spe- 
cial Senate committee investigat- 
ing improper activities in labor- 
management relations. Goldwater 
is a member of the same group. 
4-YEAR STRIKE 

For about a month the commit- 
tee has been probing the four- 
strike and 
trying to fix responsibility for 
more than 800 acts of violence 
and vandalism in it. 


The UAW struck the Kohler 
plumbing fixtures plant in Kohler, 
Wis., April 5, 1954. It kept the 
plant closed for 54 days, but when 
a court order ended mass picket- 
ing the plant resumed operations. 


McClellan told Leo Breirather, 
a union witness, that he wasn’t 
necessarily condemning either the 
union or the Kohler Co., but that | 
“You both started out pretty ob-| 
stinate and remained the same to | 
the present.” 

Under questioning, Breirather 
said he considered the union’s 
boycott against Kohler products 
effective but not a complete suc- 
cess. He said it could not be 
called a success because “We 
have not put enough pressure on 
the Kohler Co. to bring them to 
the bargaining table.” 

Breirather is chief steward of 
UAW’s Local 833 at Sheboygan, 
Wis., mear Kohler, and has been 
directing the poycott. 

Greirather said he agreed to 
some extent with McClellan that 
the Kohler Co. has been able to 
ride out the boycott because of its 
large financial resources. 

“A smaller company with less 
resources would be helpless and 
defenseless,"" McClellan com- 
mented in leading up to the sub- 
ject of new laws. 

“Yes,” Breirather replied, “and 
similarly a smaller union would 
have been. defenseless.” It has 
been testified that the UAW spent 
about 12 million dollars in pros- 
ecuting the strike.

‘Book Burning’ Is Laid 


To Benson by Senators 


WASHINGTON (4)—Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son was accused of “book burning” Friday by some 


members of Congress. 

Benson’s department was de- 
picted as having ordered the de- 
struction of 2,500 copies of a re- 
cent farm census report because, 
in the words of Sen. Humphrey 
(D-Minn), it showed the way 
“this administration’s policies 
have ruined the farmer.” 


Humphrey, as do some other 


‘Congress members, said the sup- 


pressed edition was burned, but 
whether this was the actual meth- 
od of destruction could not be 
learned. 


REPORT SUBSTITUTED 


“I do not know how they were 
destroyed,”” said Asst. Secretary 
Don Paarlberg, who is in charge 
of farm population publications. 

Paarlberg told reporters he or- 
dered the booklets destroyed be- 
cause they were “deemed to be 
statistically not representative in 
certain respects.” 

“They were destroyed and a 
new report which was completely 
in line with previous reports in 
earlier years was issued,” Paarl- 
berg said. 

“In the report issued there 
were no statistical changes from 
the earlier report,”” he added. 

Paarlberg said it cost the gov- 
ernment about $50 to destroy the 
booklets and print a revised edi- 
tion. 

The Benson aide declined to 
specify in what way the publica- 
tion was revised other than to de- 
scribe deleted material as pre- 
liminary data based on “a sub- 
sample we did not think ade- 
quate.”’ 


SOMETHING TO HIDE 


Rep. Fountain (D-N.C.), chair- 
man of a Government Operations 
subcommittee who tried vainly to 
get a copy of the suppressed ver- 
sion, told the department in a 
letter:

Its Own Purposes 


Three Klansmen have been sentenced 
to jail in North Carolina. They were 
caught with dynamite bombs and the jury 
decided they were, as the evidence said, 
proceeding with a plot to blow up an ele- 
mentary school. A member of the klavern, 
who testified for the state, said the plot 
grew out of disappointment over failure 
to obtain publicity by a cross-burning. 
Witnesses testified it was racial in origin. 

Within the past weeks there have been 
dynamitings of synagogues and churches. 

Let us not blind ourselves to the rea- 
son for this. What we are getting is the 
fruit of the tree, even as the Scriptures 
tell us 

It is the right of everyone who feels 
like it to criticize the Supreme Court. No 
one has ever denied that. One may de- 
plore and criticize all one wishes. 

But we have had many men, some in 
high places, who have gone further than 
deploring or criticizing. They have, in 
fact and in effect, defied the court and 
denounced it in reckless, unscrupulous 
charges. Some have been reckless and 
false enough to charge communism. We 
actually have had, here and there, some 
minor judges who publicly and for po- 
litical reasons announced they would 
defy the court. 

What do these men think this inspires 
ignorant and vicious men to do? It en- 
courages them to violence of the sort we 
are having—bombings. It always does do 
that. It always will. 

This newspaper insists we must be 
9 nation of law.

The Mar- 
tinique rock is 
pumice, pro 
nounced with the

plum. Pumice is not really a 
rock, it is a volcanic glass or 
foam left when water vapor was 
forced from lava by the terrific 
heat of the eruption. 


The pumice in which Ed Fos- 
ter and his company is interested 
was formed when Mt. Pelee on 
the island of Martinique blew its 
top in 1902 in one of history's 
great disasters. The eruption 
wiped out the city of St. Pierre 
and killed 40,000 persons. 

It left tons of pumice. And, my 
friends, if you have ever felt 
pumice, you know it takes a lot of 
it to weight a ton. 


Pumice long has been used for 
fine polishing and as a base for 
powders, including the cosmetic 
kind. Now the Hollywood com- 
pany has acquired vast pumice 
deposits on Martinique with the 
purpose of bringing in pumice as 
an ingredient of concrete blocks. 
With it, they'll be much lighter 
and just as strong. 

Pumice, they say, is to the rou- 
tine concrete formula as alumi- 
num is to steel.

In School, Educators Told

A child so emotionally disturbed he can’t meet rea- 


sonable classroom standards “belong’s somewhere else,”

“The teacher should hold to the 
class regulations, no matter what 
child it is,’"’ Dr. James Gallagher, 
Institute of Research on Excep- 
tional Children, advised. 


Addressing the Georgia Federa- 
tion, International Council for Ex- 
ceptional Children, the University 
cf Illinois professor said he found 
“a great deal of uncertainty” 
among teachers as to how dis- 
turbed (problem) children are to 
be approached. 


“Letting the child work out his 
aggressions is fine when you're 
alone with him—but it’s no good 
in a group setting.” 

Gallagher used four case histor- 
ies from the Dayton, III., 
for Disturbed Children to illus- 
trate his talk, analyzing them 
against the following stages of 
normal personality. development: 
1. The All-Powerful Stage. The 
child orders the parents around, 
considers himself their boss.

3. The Identification with a 


Parent Stage. The child imitates 


one of his parents—usually the 
one of the same sex—and ac- 


‘cepts as his own the older per- 
'son’s values. 


4. Identification with Peer 
Group—The child imitates the 
group he runs around with, and 
adopts the group values. 

5. Search for Identity—The child 
(usually during adolescence) acts 
various roles and attempts to de- 


fine his or her growing maturity. |

Gallagher emphasized that both 
teachers and the public must be 
trained to identify the emotional- 
ly disturbed child as early as pos- 
sible. 

Although a resident care pro- 
gram can be “astronomically ex- 
pensive,” ($10-20,000 a year per 
child), society pays an even high- 
er price for widespread juvenile 
delinquency, the professor noted.
